4,000 Jews

warned Egyptians yesterday that 
they would have to fight the entire 
Israel army without help from any 
other Areb quarter in any fresh out- 
break of hostilittes. 

Heykal, continuing recent criti- 
cism of non-activity by other Arab 
governments on the battle-front, sald 
the Egyptian army would face what 
no army had éver faced before — a 
difficult water barrier in the Suez 
Cana] backed by minefields, barbed 
wire and a thick fre screen beyond. 

‘The Israelis’ Bar-Lev Line was in- 
tended to bea “strainer” for the first 
Egyptian assault troops, with those 
who got through facing armoured 
divisions, he said. 

“If the fighting is resumed, state- 
ments will certainly be issued end 
the state of alert will be increased 
in the Arab armies," he said. “An- 
nouncements will be made here and 
there in the Arab world that the 
forces are ready to go to the battle- 
field. But unfortunately battles are 
not fought with public pronounce- 
ments, and these will not help the 
Egyptian army," he added. 

On the other hand, he sald, Israel 
would profit from such empty state- 
ments by exploiting the suggestion 
that many Arab countries were 
ready te pounce on her. Therefore 
we would be opening the door for 
Israel to bring others to her side In 
the battle.” 

Heyka! said Israel had two me- 
chanized infantry and one armoured 
division in Sinai, and other forces 
included a brigade of helicopter- 
borne commandos and 100 fighters 
and bombers at Sina! alrfields. 

But Israel could inject further 
reinforcements into the field if fight- 
ing resumed, he said.

Statistics of the Administered 
Territories has been timely pub- 
lished just when the debate con- 
cerning Israel's future frontiers is 
coming to ἃ head. We are thus in 
& position to get a better under- 
standing of the developments ctak- 
ing place in these areas, which 
must of tourse affect thelr eco- 
nomic and political status. 


For the first time reHable data 
are now available concerning the de- 
mographic trends in Judea, Sama- 
ria, and the Gaza Strip. Though 
registration of both births and 
deaths in the predominantly rural 
population is notoriously inaccur- 
ate, and must be supplemented by 
estimates, the general picture pro- 
vided by the statistics is pretty 
Clear, and different from what has 
been assumed but 8 short time azo. 

The major features are summed 
up in the accompanying table. 

The rate of natural increase {ex- 
cess of live births over deaths) seems 
to be about 2.8 per cent in the 
Gaza Strip and Sinai, Le. almost 
double the rate of Jews in Israel 
(about 1.6 per cent}, while in Sa- 
maria and Judea it Is about 2.4 
per cent. However, part of the 
natural increase in the adminis- 
tered areas Is offset by emigra- 
tion, so that the net population 
increment wag about 2.4 per cent 
in 1969, and 1.5 per cent last year 
(while the Jewish population in Is- 
rael hes been increasing by about 
2.5 per cent due to immigration). 


Rate of increase 


Tt turms out that the rate of 
natural increase in the adminis- 
tered areas is well below that of 
the Arab population in Israel 
proper (about 4 per cent, and 
more than that for Moslems), whch 
is among the world’s highest owing 
to a unique combination of tradi- 
tlonal family patterns with highly 
developed health services, social be- 
nefits and exemption from military

Rather, most of 
the emigrants were from Judea and 
Samaria, where there are relatively 
few refugee camps, and their num- 
ber increased in 1970 in spite of 
the improved employment situation. 


Unemployment in the administer- 
ed areas averaged 17 per cent (ofr 
the adult labour force) In 1968, but 
has since declined to below 5 per 
eent in the Gaza Strip, and to 
below 3 per cent in Judea and 
Samaria, which last is not much 
above the percentage in Israel pro- 
per. The statistics probably do not 
reflect the still existing under-em- 
ployment (particularly in the vil- 
lages), for the ratio of labour force 
to total population is lower than 
in Israel, which may be only part- 
ly due to the higher percentage of 
youth (under 14}. Nevertheless the 
change must have been dramatic. 
The important fact is, however, 
that virtually all of it must be 
attributed not to expansion of lo- 
eal activity, but to the growth of 
employment in Israel. Indeed, the 


. Dumber of people employed on this 


side of the “green line’ — which 
approximated 27,000 last December 
{according to the Labour Ministry's 
data)—by far exceeded the highest 
number of people looking for em- 
ployment ever registered in the 
areas. It seems therefore that local 
employment thas not increased sub- 
Stantially. The number of people 
employed in industry in Judea and 
Samaria has scarcely changed, and 
while it increased one-third in the 
Gaza Strip, industry still employs 


only 8 per cent of the labour force 
there (and less than 4 per cent In 
Judea and Samaria). | 


Absence of keen spot demand for 
labour is confirmed also by statis- 
ties concerning industrial wages. 
Compared with the 1969 average they 
advanced about 14 per cent in Ju- 
dea and Samaria, and about 20 
per cent in the Gaza Strip (by the 
end of 1970), but part of it must 
be attributed to the advance in 
prices and the cost of living (9 
per cent in Judea and Samaria, 3 
in the Gaza Strip). The low level 
of local wages {averaging less than 
1L7.5 a day in Judea and Samaria, 
and less than IL@ in the Gaza 
Strip: would have induced labour- 
intensive industries to settle there 
under normal conditions, but this 
Is 
owing to political considerations. As 
a result, the areas’ economy hes 
become crucially dependent on that 
of Israel, which already employs 
about one-tenth of Gaza's labour 
force, and one-fifth of that of Judea 
and Samaria (apart from workers 
employed indirectly by Israel or- 
ders placed with local industry).

Income tax on quarry rights

HAIFA. — The Greek-owned, Libe- 
rlan-fag freighter ClUpper was 
blown ashore at Kiryat Halim in 
the bayside area at about 3 o'clock 
on Friday morning. The port tug 
Amatzia, which attempted to extri- 
eate her, also ran aground and 
both vessels are now stuck in the 
sapd about 100 metres offshore. 

The Haifa Harbourmaster, Cap- 
tain Yair Bracker, said that efforts 
to get the two refloated have been 
delayed until the stormy seas sub- 
side. The first rescue attempt on 
Friday morning was a complete 
fallure. Captain Bracker said, “The 
towing cable broke at the first try 
and there Is no purpose in endan- 


gering the tugs in obviously useless ΟΘΡῚ 


attempts until the weather: im- 
proves.” 

The 7,000-ton Clipper, manned by 
ἃ crew of 33 Greeks under Captain 
Nicholaus Frangos, 31, and accom- 
panied by the wives of two of the 
men, has about 1,300 toms of general 
cargo on board. She was laying at 


. anchor in the bay, waiting her turn 


to come into the port for unload- 


ss ing, together with about a dozen 


” other freighters, when a sudden and 


violent storm sprang up at about 
2.30 am. (no gale warping had 
been issued). One of the first gusta 
of wind, which reached a velocity 
of 72 kp.b, (40 knots) apparently 
tore off her anchor and set iher 


᾿ drifting towards the Kiryat Haim 
* shore, five kms. away in a north- 
? westerly direction, 


The crew apparently did not no- 


. tite anything, but the port's look- 


out and some obher ships did. The 
lookout alarmed ithe coastal police 
who sent out a patrol boat to 
warn the Clipper's crew. The police 
soundetl their sirens and turned on 
their searchlights, but were unable 
to attract the crew's attention, 
until it was ttoo late, and the ship 
ran aground on ‘the sandy shore, 
broadside to land. The Amatzia, 
which went out to get her off 
the sand, herself ran aground be- 
tween the Clipper and the land, 
about 10 metres closer to shore.

Its Middle East policy on israci, 
Mr. Yitzhak Rablp, Ambassador in 
Washington, said in an interview 
on Israel Television on Friday 
night. He said the U.S. had also 
prevented Isrzel’s isolation on the 
international scene and expressed 
the belief that the United States 
would continue this policy, as long 
as Israel keeps on fighting against 
the concept of total withdrawal to 
the preJume 1967 armistice Unes. 


He said the main considerations 
which would determine the U.S. 
position in the future would be “the 
extent to which israel looks as if 
it is ready to reject completely any 
solution entailing a withdrawal to 
the June 4 borders — speaking of 
the Israel-Egypt conflict. ᾿ 

“If there is one thing we must 
not do at this critical stage, it is 
to retreat in any way οἱ all from 
our stand of refusing to go back 
to the June 1967 lines... the moment 
we show a sign of weakness on 
this point and give in, we shall be 
Pushed back on all fronts to the 
June 1967 borders. 

“I believe that if we struggle and 
that if everyone is really convinced 
that the Isreeli position is so fun- 
damental and does not shy back 
even from a resumption of shoot- 
lng — though we should do every- 
thing to prevent this — we have 
a@ reasonable chance of success.” 

Mr. Rabin said there had been 
grave fears of a crisis in relations 


with the U.S. and these fears had not 
yet completely passed. The U.S. was 
under great pressure from the 
Egyptians and the Soviet Union as 
Well as France and the U.N. Secreta- 
riat, who had all accepted the Ame- 
rican proposal for a solution. 

They were now demanding that 
the U.S. press Israel to abandon 
its stand and to accept the Ameri- 
can policy. Mr. Rabin seid ne be- 
lieved the pressure would increase, 
and this was one of the reasons 
that Egypt had not extended the 
cease-fire. 


But despite these pressures, the 
U.S. had so far refrained from 
any open criticism of Israel 
for not accepting its propo- 
sals. America had als refrained 
from trying to impose its plan on 
Israel by taking steps on matters 
jn which Israel was dependent on 
the U.S., and ‘had even prevented 
Israel's isolation by taking a firm 
Stance In the Big Four talks. 

Asked why the U.S. was adopt- 
ing this line, Mr. Rabin said he 
believed that there were powerful 
forces in the US. public Adminis- 
tration which thought that it would 
be mistaken once more to impose a 
political solution. Both Mr. Nixon 
and Mr. Rogers had said this clear- 
ly. The Americans may do every- 
thing they can to persuade Israel 
to accept its plan, but at this stage 
they are not exerting any concrete 
pressure.

NEW YORK (INA). — “The New 
York Times" reported yesterday 
from Washington that Secretary 
of State Rogers has told the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee 
on Friday that the Nixon Adminis- 
tration feels that a more flexible 
Israeli negotiatt position is 
needed to break the Middle East 
deadlock. He spoke to newsmen 
after more than two hours of 
closed-door testimony before the 
committee. 

He said that the U.S. and Israel 
‘do have some differences of 
view" but that they were being 
handled in a “friendly way" and 
that the Administration was not 
putting pressure on Israel to make 
concessions. 

He held firmly to the view that 
international guarantees with U-S. 
participation in a peace-keeping 
force were the best assurance of 
@ secure peace agreement. 

But the “Times” reported that 
‘informed sources” said the Nixon 
Administration so far had not per- 
suaded Israel to change its views 
on that point.

Soroka tells small sick 


funds not to be afraid 


TEL AVIV. — Mr. Moshe Soroka, the director-general of Kupat 
Holim (Histadrut), on Friday tried to assuage the fears of the 


Speaking at Beit Brenner, he noted 
that their fears that nationalized 
health insurance would allow the 
smaller funds to be “swallowed up” 
by Kupat Holim were probably 
groundless. On the contrary, he said, 
the law will allow free competition 
between the various sick funds and 
may even: cause Histadrut Kupat 
Holim members to switch over to 
other funds. 

On the other hand, Mr. Soroka 
charged, the smaller sick funds — 
who have not built major hospitals 
— are probably afraid that the new 
law would force them to change 
over from “insurance companies” 
to “real medical institutions.” 

The director-general said Kupat 
Holim was in favour of passing 8 
separate law which would make it 
compulsory for employers to pay 
βίοις fund premiums for their work- 
ers (mas makbil! before the Natio- 
mal Health Law is passed. Kupat 
Holim advocates maintaining the 
same rate of 2.7 per cent of the 
worker's earnings which is now 
paid “by tradition rather than by 
law.” 

Kupat Holim supports passage of 
the proposed National Health Law, 
not out of concern for that 15 per 
cent of the population which is not 
currently covered by sick fund in- 
surance, but out of concern for the 
other 85 per cent, who might well 
be subjected to sharply increased 
medical costs if health insurance 
were not nationslized. 


Rumanian P.M.

VIENNA (Reuter), — Rumanian 
Prime Minister lon Gheorghe Mau- 
rer has made an almost complete 
recovery from injuries he received 
in a hunting accident last October, 
according to government sources. 
But the aceldent was more serious 
than originally reported, and the 
burly, 68-year-old Premier still uses 
crutches to stand and walk, the 
sources added.

Zim orders tanker 
of 225,000 tons

HAIFA, — Zim has signed a con- 
tract for the building of a 225,000- 
ton supertanker in a European ship~ 
yard. The market value of such a 
vessel, which takes two years to 
build, 1s about $30m. 

The Zim spokesman announced on 
Friday that at the end of the 
month the company will take deli- 
very of a 232,000-ton tanker, the 
largest ship in the merchant ma- 
rine and among the biggest in the 
world, which is now being completed 
in Europe. In six months time, a 
sister ship of the same size will be 
completed for Zim, which has two 
additional supertankers of 250,000 
tons each under construction, in 
Europe. They are due to be delivered 
during 1973-74. 
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Defence budget to 


remain steady 


Jerugalem Past Miltary Correspondent 
TEL AVIV. — There will be πὸ 
Significant changes in the IL.5,000m. 
defence budget this year as com- 
‘pared to the 1970 budget, the Direc- 
tor-General of the Defence Ministry, 
Mr. Yeshayahu Lavie, toid military 
correspondents here on Friday. 

This is one of the few times in 
the history of this state that the 
defence budget remains almost 
steady at the previous year’s level. 

The Defence Ministry also ex- 
pects to be able to lower its forelgn 
‘currency expenditure by some $50m., 
with most of the §680m. (foreign 
currency) budget earmarked to pay 
for long-term commitments and pur- 
chases. Furthermore, the Ministry 
also ‘envisages that it will, during 
the course of the next three years, 
triple Its current export volume — 
ranging from webbing to complete 
arms systems and military vehicles 
— from the current $50m. worth of 
orders on hard to $150m., exceeding 
oy 875 the foreign currency in- 
tome forecast for citrus, the coun- 
try's number-one foreign currency 
(export) earner. 

The impact of the cease-fire on 
the budget, Mr. Lavie said, would 
be limited, and the heavy expendi- 
ture would continue to be dictated 
by the needs of the various corps. 
‘Vintage arms systems would have 
to be phased out in favour of more 
modern and sophisticated military 
hardware. 

The Ministry plans to deepen and 
extend the contribution of local in- 
dustries to the arms supply flow. 
This year local industry will supply 
some IL1,650m. worth of products,
